least panicky inthe Duilding,probably because 
they saw the unimportant nature of the fire, 
and the others on the ground floor being dis- 

chargedin the same way easily. 
On the second floor, however, 

CAUSED A PANIC 
which all the efforts of Mr. Miller, the princi- 
pal of the school, and Mr. Long, the assistant 
superintendent, were totally powerless to allay. 
Following closely upon the tapping of the 
gong, which every scholar knew and under-

stood, the stexdy booming of the big 
school bell was heard, iung by some 


unknown person, and its sound drove the chil- 
dren truntic with terror, becuuse they did not 
understand it. 

Mr. Miller rushed to the stairs at which the 
boys were being discharged, and where he ex 
pected to find the greatest loss 
of discipline, und found them g0- 
ing down in an orderly manner, 
He was at once called by the contusion among 
the girlstotheir steps. Here 

A SCENE OF TERROR, CONFUSION 
and panic which utterly beggars description 
met him. 

The stairway had at once become blocked by 
the girls, who were madly trying to pass each 
otheronthe way out, and the jam was grow 


ing continually worse by frightened girls 
fr m the other rooms on the second floor, wh» 
flung themselves into the seething mass 0 
flesh upon the narrow passageway, and, 
sl) rickiny and crying, tried to climb Over each 
other and pet away fem thev knew not what. 


One teacher, Mrs. Daltazzur, tried heroically 
to stop thecrazed crowd which was pouring 
out of her room, and the lady was at one borne 
from her fect and 

HURLED HEADLONG 
into the crowd upon the steps, into which she 


sunk 6nd was pulled out below by Mr. Miller. 
Ihe massed body on the stairs grew thicke: 
and thicker, unable to reiieve itself at 
the bottom and constantly increas- 
ing ut the top, until an ominous 
crackling made its sharp sound heard a oe 
the shrieking of the children and tne crazy 
booming of the great bell. Every one knew 


whatit meant, andthe noble men and]women 
who were working for the children—and no 
one did more or did it better than the priaci 
pal, Mr. Miller—drew back almost instinctive- 
iy, and watched tor the break they knew was 
coming. 

Inthe meantime the whole neighborhood, 
roused by the unusual clangor Otth: bell, every 
family of which had children in danger, began 
to come in to add new contusion—new madness 
to the sceue. Mothers, who tortured themselves 
with the thought that their loved 
ones were iu peril, refused to 
be stopped; force or no turce, they proposed to 
get their voung, and nan could stay their 
mad rush into the doo: bearing back those 
who were already escaping, and many of the:n

Mr. Miller says that the panic would have 
been very much worse had it not been for the 
brave way in which all the 
lurger girls fought back their fright- 
ened sisters at the top ot the stair- 
wiry.

the press was over and the remaining children 
in the upper stories came down 
EASILY AND FEARLESSLY, 

but very few in all being at all hurt oi injared. 
Besides Ein ma Dillon, Ella Linck,another little 
toddler, had her arm broken, ann Eva Schatfer 
wes badly cut and bruised, and Mrs. Baltazzar, 
a teacher, very badly bruised. 

Taking the panic and the crazy action of the 
parents into consideration, it seems little! 
than a miracle that there was nota harvest ot 
cdeath, and that the results are so light is due 
to the good judgment ot the principal and 
the excelient disciplige ot the school, 
fer, bad there becn 1 simul- 
tuneous panic among the boys, no one could 
tell the joss of life which would have followed. 

In the new building, where there was no real 
knowledge ofthe tacts ot the fire, there was 
anotner but less dangerous panic. As soon as

because the fire engines were already rushing 
about the block and it was desired to keep the 
coildren out of the way.

The fixemen were only a moment
